(Juestioned by Mr. Barnes, the city 
purchasing agent said he had never 
followed any policy adverse to buy- 
ing supplies from firms, which em- 
ployed representatives of the city 
government. 

In reply to direct questioning, the 
purchasing -agent admitted he had 
bought beet pulp from the concern of 
which J. R. Bachman, former alder- 
man, was connected at the time Mr. 
Bachman was in‘ office; that he had 
bought ice cream from the concern 
represented by Councilman C. G. Al 
len. Asked if he had given the city 
patronage to the laundry represented 
by Councilman D,. Knight, the pur- 
chasing agent was prevented from an- 
swering by objection interposed by At- 
torney Carpenter and sustained by 
the chairman. 


“Mr. Knight is not on trial, nor 
are any of these men mentioned,’ 
said the attorney. 


“No, but you are trying to put me 
on trial,” said, Mr. Barnes, “and I 
am perfectly willing to waive any 
further questioning in view of the 
committee's decision.” 


Councilman White, as a former 
chairman of the purchasing commit- 
tee, vouched for the honesty of Mr. 
Price. Attorney Carpenter urged the 
committee to vote for a dismissal of 
any charges and to give Mr. Price a 
vote of confidence. The motion to re- 
fer the charges to general council, 


however, prevailed.

Probably this ear needed 
rebuilding throughout. I am_ enly 
mentioning a few of these items re- 
ferred to in these reports to illustrate 
the futility and high expense of a 
divisional system and the need of a 
State highway system, fixed by law. 


In the above statements every one 
of thosé items though extravagant, 
may have been authorized by the plan 
and may have been strictly legal. In 
fact some of these items of expense 
may have been corrected subsequent 
to these reports, still under a division- 
al plan it matters not by whom ad- 
ministered, waste both necessary and 
possibly unnecessary will occur. Of 
course I do not know but that these 
reports are subject to correction or 
explanation. I am stating them as 
they appear, since these are published 
reports made by the state auditor and 
by the highway department itself. 
Unless the'contrary appears, the citi- 
zens and taxpayers of this state have 
a perfect right to believe that they 
are correct. In view of the foregoing, 
is 1€ not true that the most important 
thing we need in reference to high- 
ways in Georgia is a definite state 
highway system provided by law? 

Another strong reason why we need 
a well defined system provided by 
law relates to construction work. 
Under the present plan, a delegation 
first from one county and then an- 
other applies for a few miles of pave- 
ment in different parts of the state.

never have a properly constructed and 
economically maintained system of 
roads until a practicable highway sys- 
tem is created by law. A _ casual 
study of the present district road 
plan, under which we are now op- 
erating and have been for many years, 
conclusively shows that it is not only 
a highly expensive but wasteful plan, 
and that it is incapable of producing 
anything near 100 per cent of 
efficiency. 

It is not my purpose to discuss 
who originated this program, nor to 
place upon anyone the responsibility 
for its existence. It might be true 
that the present plan, at the time it 
was inaugurated, was the best than 
could then be devised, but its utility 
certainly, through changing condi- 
ticns, has passed away. What I am 
undertaking to show is the facts as 
they appear from the state records, 
and attempt to prove that the present 
plan is so expensive that under any 
financial arrangement the state cannot 
afford to pay the price. In the mean- 
time there is a remedy suggested 
herein, which is not proposed as per- 
fect, but which can be made the basis 
for great improvement. ' 

The present highly expensive plan 
is unworkable, inefficient and _ pro- 
ductive of waste; and it does not 
matter who attempts to administer it, 
the fault lies in the plan or lack of 
system. The state should be organized 
as a unit with a state highway sys- 
tem, having in view the relative im- 
portance of the state highways, and 
the completion of the primary roads 
first, forming a connected, continuous 
system. All of the construction work 
should be let out by contract to the 
lowest, responsible bidder, and all 
maintenance work should be let out 
by contract with the local county 
boards, on a mileage basis. The ad-
